■Francisco, found guilty in District 
Court May 29 of failing to regis- 
ter under the Foreign Agents Reg- 
istration Act, was fined $500 yes- 
terday by Justice Janies W. Mor-j 
ris, trial judge. 

Specifically, Kelly was charged 
with being a paid propagandist of 
the Franco Spanish government 
while ostensibly employed by the 
Spanish -Library. of. • I nform on 
in .New York for two years prior 
to February X, 1942.

Kelly was brought here for trial 
from San Francisco. Justice offi- 
cials said Kelly for 10 years had 
been prominently identified with 
various national organizations as 
publicist. 

Between 1936 and 1939 Kelly 
made two trips to Germany and 
Spain. On his return from Spain, 
officials said, he became -an enthu- 
siastic supporter of the Franco 
government.
